On Strip Mining 
Collins Sustains Veto 


BY REP. JIM COLLINS 
U.S. Congressman 
This week the U.S. House 
of Representatives will once 
again vote on the Strip 
Mining Bill, but this time we 
will be attempting to sustain 
President Ford’s veto of the 
bill. I am completely against 
the regulations outlined in 
this legislation and will be 
voting with the President. 
There are several adverse 
effects which this bill would 
have, if adopted as law. 
First, at the present time of 
severe unemployment, the 
Interior Dept, estimates that 
this legislation could result 
in 36,000 people losing their 
jobs. 
Second, 
consumer 
costs will rise as much as 16 
percent from last year. 
Third, 
consumer 
rate 
hikes are the direct result of 
production loss. Both Dept. 
of Interior and FEA officials 
estimate that our country 
could lose between 40 and 162 
million tons of coal. This 
would mean a net loss of 24 
percent of the expected 1977 
coal production. 
Fourth, a decrease in coal 
production means an 
in­ 
crease in dependence on 
foreign oil. 
The U.S. 
is 
already overly dependent on 
imported oil. For every ton 
of coal that utilities are 
unable to buy, they will 
require four barrels of oil. 


Overall estimates predict 
that for every 50 million tons 
of coal production lost, the 
U.S. will have to import 215 
barrels of oil annually at a 
cost of $2.3 billion. Expecting 
a 24 percent loss by 1977, the 
total imports could reach 645 
million additional barrels- 
or $6.9 billion. 
And there are still more 
objections to this bill, which 
I have continuously raised to 
my colleagues: 
They are 
proposing a 35 cents tax on 


all coal taken from strip 
mines and a 15 cents tax on 
coal from deep mines. At a 
tim e when we need to 
develop our resources to 
meet our energy needs, 
these kinds of taxes make 
mining 
and 
production 
prohibitive. We need to give 
our producers incentives to 
stay in business not tax the 
life out of their companies. 
Another objection I have 
is that the bill is vague and 
ambiguous.

There is little evidence 
thus far that funds for the 
housing m arket will be 
“crowded out” by massive 
borrowings of the U.S. 
Treasury later this year, 
Lloyd S. Bowles, president of 
the United States League of 
Savings Associations, said 
this week. 
Bowles, who addressed the 
20th annual meeting of the 
New England Conference of 
Savings and Loan Assn. and 
Co-operative 
Banks being 
held in Whitefield, N.H. at 
the Mt. View House, told his 
audience of more than 400 
thrift institution executives 
that there had been concern 
that Treasury 
borrowings 
would 
cause 
m assive 
savings outflows and cause 
mortgage money to dry up 
again. 
“So far, however, there is 
little 
evidence 
of 
the 
‘crowding out’ theory,” he 
said. “The Treasury deficits, 
while alarm ing, are not yet 
as bad as some people had 
expected. More im portant, 
however, is the fact that the 
business recession has been 
much more severe and much 
more prolonged than most 
people have anticipated.” 
The League president, who 
is also board chairm an and 
president of Dallas Federal 
Savings 
and 
Loan 
Association, pointed out that 
as a result of the recession, 
short-term credit demands 
at com m ercial banks are 
much lower than expected 
even with a drop in the prim e 
rate from 12 percent to 63/4 
percent over the past eight 
months. 
“ B usiness 
firm s 
just 
aren’t borrowing very much 
money,” he said. “The large 
weekly reporting banks, for 


example, had in the last six 
months a net decline in 
business loans outstanding 
from $131 billion to $123 
billion. 
Clearly 
current 
business credit demands are 
soft at the moment and until 
we have an economic tur­ 
naround of some magnitude, 
they are likely to continue to 
be soft; 
until then, too, 
Treasury deficits can con­ 
tinue to be absorbed without 
serious difficulty.” 
Bowles said that there has 
been much feeling lately that 
the recession has “bottomed 
out.” He said that this may 
be true, but the economy 
could remain at the bottom 
for quite a period of time. 
"C ertainly,” 
he 
said, 
“there is nothing so far in the 
housing starts and new 
automobile sales figures to 
indicate these major ‘big 
ticket’ items are 
in 
the 
process of a strong recover.” 
He said that 
the U.S. 
League 
econom ists 
are 
forecasting 
continuing 
strong savings flows for the 
next several 
months and 
probably for the balance of 
the year. 
“This forecast,” he said, 
“grows out of the belief that 
the current recession will 
prove longer in 
duration 
than expected and that for 
some months that downward 
pressures will continue to be 
exerted on short-term rates 
to some extent and on long­ 
term rates probably to a 
greater extent.”
